Darby was the wife of a veterinary surgeon, 
and she was the owner of a prosperous 
victualler’s establishment at Skerries. The 
total assets, it was stated, amounted to about 
£40,000. The testator was a man of ninety 
years of age, and it was contended that he 
was clear and intelligent in his mind up to 
the time of his death.

Nevertheless, though Bismarck could 
hardly be regarded as a satisfactory spect- 
men of the ' good European ” class of 
statesmen, it now looks as if, European 
peace was safer while he concentrated his 
energies on furthering Germany's inte- 
rests than it has been at any time since 
he resigned the Chancellorship. Mr. 
Gooch quotes from the speech which Bis- 
marck made when introducing the Army 
Bill of 1887. It was delivered when 
General Boulanger was still a menace to 
France and Europe. ‘‘ We have no war- 
like aims," said Bismarck ; “for we belong 
to what Mettenich called satiated States. 
. « + We have no intention and no 
reason to attack [France]. I would never 
fight because I thought a war might be 
inevitable. . [ cannot see into the cards of 


i 


till we attack, then peace is assured 
orever.’’ Again, in a speech made in the 
following year, the last speech, according 
to Mr. Gooch, in which he surve the 
European situation as a whole, he declared 
that Germany would wage no. preventive 
war. *‘If we were ‘to attack, the whole 
weight of the imponderabilia would be on 
the side of our opponents.’’ But he 
advised the other side to discontinue 
threats. ' We Germans fear God and 
nothing else in the world.” 
Bismarck and his compeers were as 
brave as most men. Whether they feared 
God is questionable; that they had other 
fears is hardly doubtful. That arrogance 
which all other people disliked in the 
Prussian was to some extent a cloak to 
conceal fear—uneasiness, at any rate. We 
who were '“ com 'd by the inviolate 
sea,” which in the days before aeroplanes 
served us “ in the office of a wall or of 
a moat defensive to a house,” were not in 
a position to appreciate the feelings of the 
Germans hemmed in between a semi- 
barbarous Russia and a France that had 
not forgiven the rape of Alsace and Lor- 
raine. It is at least probable that Bis- 
marck was sincere in protesting that he 
desired no war—that he regarded Germany 
as á satiated State. To have worked the 


given the leadership permanently to his 
own North Germans may well 
seemed to a man of 72 years of age a 
sufficient achievement. 

It did not seem. so to the young 
Emperor. Germany was supreme on 
land; why not on the sea as well? It 
may be that the mass of the people 
agreed with Bismarck,

ASPHALTING THE STREETS. 


Mr. Commissioner Monahan, who is in 
charge of the civic administration of the 
Borough of Cork, is exerting himself towards 
the attainment of three very commendable 
objects, viz.—The improvement of the streets. 
the erection of houses, and the absorption of 
unemployed at productive work, which, in ad- 
dition to the above, includes the installation 
of a new filtration plant at the waterworks 
at an estimated cost of £25,000. It is pro- 
posed to erect 200 houses, at a cost of £70,000. 
and to expend £52,000 on asphalting the 
streets. 

The latter work is very necessary. With 
a few exceptions the streets of the city are 
in a very bad condition, due largely to heavy 
motor traffic during British military occupa- 
tion, and to the neglect of the Corporation 
to the important matter of street macadam- 
ising. As a result the surface is much worn, 
and it is imperative that the existing condi- 
tions should *he improved without delay. 
Mr. Monahan has selected a method which 
will involve heavy initial outlay, but which 
will give much employment and will prove 
the most economic in the end. He has decided 
to have 68,000 square yards of the steets 
sheeted with asphalt at an estimated cost of 
15a. 6d. per yard, or a total of £52,000. 
Whether the money will he borrowed, or 
Corporation Stock issued, will be a matter 
for an inquiry. The Commissioner has ad- 
vertised for tenders for the whole or part 
of the work, and these will be received up 
to to-day. The contractor or contractors 
who may be accepted will be required to keep 
the streets in repair for a: term of ten years, 
but it is clai for asphalt that if properly 
laid it will need little, if any, expenditure 
during that period. It will reduce the cost 
af scavenging, and will be ideal for motor 
and other vehicular traffic. The streets 
which it is proposed to asphalt are—South 
Main street, 2,667 square yards ; North Main 
street, 680; Castle street, "33; Tuckey street, 
799; Bandon rd , 4,856 ; Suilivan’s quay, 2,667 ;

Commissioners recommend that Messrs. Keat- 
inge be granted a lease of the ground for 150 
years at a rent of £50 per annum, over and 
above rates and taxes, provided that they 
erect on the site five shops with dwellings 
over, in accordance with the City Architect's 
design, within 12 months of the date of the 
commencement of the term of the lease, or the 
date on which clear possession is given. 
lt is also proposed that no rent be charged 
for the first year of the term, provided the 
buildings are erected within the time. 

The erection of hundreds houses at 
Marino involved the supply of shops to cater 
for the needs of the people, and it was 
advisable to concentrate the shops along the 
tram line frontage.

imposing heavier taxation on‘the poor and 
less well-to-do.” Were: income tax to be 
abolished. and other taxes left where they 
are, Mr. Mortished’s dictum would have more 
than a grain of truth im it, but the Cork 
proposal had to be put in a simple and easily 
understood form. If adopted, it would 
involve other and, perhaps; very sweeping 
alterations in taxes. 

Here is a very brief 'outline of tax theory 
for Mr. Mortished’s consideration. A man 
who invests £1,000 of his income in building 
a factory should be treated differently to his 
brother who spends £1,000 on frivolous, use- 
less or anti-social consumption. An income, 
whether it be large or small, which is to be 
invested in.industry, should not be taxed at 
ail. An income, no matter how small, which 
is to be expended in an anti-social fashion, 
should be heavily taxed. In practice, then, 
a man’s wealth should be taxed not at the 
income, but at the exit—i.e., in hig expendi- 
ture. The rich have, of course, the largest 
surpluses for the tax-gatherer; but those 
surpluses should be made available for 
taxation only when, and to the extent that, 
the individual utilises them for vain or .un- 
desirable expenditure. I know that anything 
in the nature of luxury taxes will lead us 
into difficult territory, but I cannot accept it 
as proven that the expenditure of the n 
cannot be taxed and that indirect ‘taxes must 
be confined to the necessaries of the poor. 
If the principle of income tax is wrong, let 
us admit it, even if afterwards we find that 
the ideal system has limitations in practice. 
Patch-work alterations of the British system 
are not consonant with the dignity or the 
economic requirements of the Irish State, — 

“ Before Cork invented the new economic 
doctrine '—this is giving Cork more credit 
than it deserves.

TRAFFIC TO QUEENSTOWN.

Sir,—Two letters in your issue of April 
22nd disclose a state of affairs in our Post 
Office service which, if true, is undoubted! 
deplorable; but still more deplorable and, 
unfortunately, absolutely true is the state of 
affairs existing in our Irish railways. A 
train leaves Kingsbridge for Cork at 12.00 
p.m., and is due to arrive there at 8 
o'clock p.m. It makes a connection for 
Queenstown, which leaves Cork at 9 p.m., 
and arrives at the former station at 9.35 p.m., 
allowing one hour for the transfer of goods 
in Cork, at the most two van-loads—about 
the same time allowed for the transfer of the 
s.s. ‘‘ Classic's’ or s.s. “ Moorfowl’s”’ cargo 
at Fishguard. Another train leaves Kings- 
bridge at 5 p.m. and is due in Queenstown 
at 11.35 p.m. This train also arrives in 
Cork in time to allow an hour for .the 
transfer of s to the Queenstown train— 
undoubtedly a splendid service so far as the 
trains are concerned. 

A consignment of valuable and perishable 
roods (distinctly marked as such) was sent 
ha Kingsbridge on Saturday per the 12.30 
p.m. train—in all, six packages. Three 
ackages arrived in Queenstown at 11.38. 
he remaining .three did not arrive until 
Sunday, despite the fact that the railway

PORTARLINGTON. 

TO THE EDITOR OF TUE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—In view of the interest aroused by 
your article on the history of Portarlington, 
I think it opportune to point out that an 
elaborate account of that town, by Lord 
Walter Fitzgerald, appeared in the Journal 
of the Kildare Archeological Society (Vol. 
IV., p. 216). A paper on Arlington House 
School, written by the Rev. F. H. Wall, a 
former headmaster, son of the founder, with 
a list of distinguished pupils, was published 
in the same Journal (Vol. IX., p. 835). Both 
issues may still be had from the University 
Press, Trinity College, Dublin. The Registers 
of the French Church, dating from 1694, were 
published by the Huguenot Society of London 
in 1908. 

It was the extension of the Grand Canal 
to Portarlington, about 1783, enabling the 
journey from Dublin to be undertaken in six 
ours, that made it an educational centre, 
though the Rev. Matthew Towers, LL.D., 
had kept a small school there at an earlier 
period. In 1795 the number of schools had 
risen to five—Bonnafous’, Dunne’s, Halpin’s, 
Porter’s and Willis’. In 1825 the last-named 
was still in existence ; Jelly’s, Lyons’, Mara's 
and McMahon's had sprung up, and there 
were also two schools for girls. No one in- 
terested in the Portarlington neighbourhood 
should fail to read O'Hanlon and O’Learg’s 
“History of the Queen's County,” as well as 
the delightful ‘Pilgrimage to the Land of 
Leix and Ossory,” in the Dudlin University

HANDICRAFT CLOTHES.

Str,—Regarding the various statements re- 
ported in to-day’s Press, concerning the price 
charged for suits of clothes by Dublin tailors, 
it must be borne in mind that there are 
various grades in tailoring, and that the suit 
ES by massed production or factory 
abour at, say, five or six guineas, bears little 
resemblance to a well-tailored suit made by 
handicraft tailoring at a higher price. The 
workmanship in the latter will stand the test 
of wear and time, and it will still be a suit 
when the cheaper article is in the rag-bag. 
The high cost of handicraft clothes is partly 
due to the fact that rates of wages are con- 
trolled by a trade board which has not altered 
the high rate for the last three years; and, 
although operatives are willing to make 
clothes at a cheaper rate, employers cannot 
pay less than the minimum wage prescribed 
y the trade board. The Minister for Indue- 
try and Commerce long ago promised relief, 
but so far has taken no action in the matter.

As late as 3 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
an Irish Times representative, on making 
an official and formal inquiry, was in- 
formed at the Ministry of Finance that 
the duty came into force “on and after 
the 25th April.” The Revenue Commis- 
sioners, on the other hand, maintained 
that the 24th was the date. At the office 
of the Clerk of the Dail the official record 
of the proceedings of the Committee of 
the Dail on the previous night was not 
immediately available, and a final state- 
ment as to what the Committee had passed 
was not to be obtained at that time. 

Th> solution of the matter appears to 
be that in all the copies of the motion 
the were circulated the date appears as 
the 25th April. In Committee, however, 
M. Blythe, according to some members 
who were present when the motion was 
brought forward, intimated that the date 
intended was the 24th; and the Com- 
mittee will be recorded as having passed 
the motion imposing the duty “on and 
after the 24th April.” 

In the meantime the motion, as mis- 
printed, had been communicated un- 
officially to various persons outside the 
Dail, and regarded by them as the record 
of the actual resolution of the Committee.

Long-range wireless sets are ex- 
pensive; the market for them is exhausted 
already, and can only be extended after short- 
range reception has popularised broadcasting.

NATIONAL EXPENDITURE. 


Mr. Wilson, T.D., said that the Budget 
was an extension of taxation in connection 
with the starting of new industries. He 
held that the adoption of this principle 
should not be done in such 'a wa' as to 
hamper the development of agriculture. In 
his opinion, it was a mistaken view to adopt 
tariffs vag of ths Farmers’ Party con- 
sider: ! that there was no mandate from the 
people for tariffs, and contended that it 
should have been left to the people to de- 
cide. Farmers had been given a súm of 
£600,000 to lighten the burden of local taxa- 
tion, but they had not got all that they 
wanted. Before 1897 they received relief from 
local taxation to the extent of 1s. 6d. in the 
£. This relief had now been doubled, but 
even with this the taxation borne by the 
farmer wou'l be in the neighbourhood of 
58 per cent. of local administration costs. 
N. doubt, this was the best that the 
vernment could do. This was not a country 
that conld live and thrive on a Budget of 
£25,000,000. This was really 20 per cent. 
too high. They believed that with 
Parliament the country could. be run for 
£20,000,000 a year. If the taxable capacity 
of the country was examined, he believed it 
would be found that even that figure was 
too high. Their object must be to reduce 
expenditure in every Government Depart- 
ment. 

What as wanted was-some means of 
estimating the cost of production. Their 
main objection to the Badget was that it 
was still going alone the wrong road; that 
there was no mandate from the people for 
tariffs. In future such questions should be 
lef: ( the decision of the people, and if the 
r- pie decided in favour of tariffs it would 
be the duty of the Farmers’ Party to bow 
to that decision. 


WELCOME CONCESSIONS. 


Mr. Gorey. T.D., said that, taken as a 
whole, the Budget was favourable. It was 
a gesture in the righ: direction. The best 
gesture was the addition to the agricultural 
grant, and the next best was the reduction 
in income tax. They welcomed these con- 
cessions.

A DETRIMENTAL CHANGE.

“ Any additional risk or expense imposed 
on the consignor would; to a certain extent, 
induce such owner to accept a price on his 
land for direct shipment, and this would be 
very detrimental to the market interests. 


“ AN UNJUSTIFIABLE BURDEN.” 
“In the suggestion that railway facilities 


could be provided at the Sloblands to deliver 
stock to the market, you overlook the fact 
that not one per cent. of the s arrives 
by rail on the morning of the market. All 
railed stock require to be rested overnight, 
and, in some cases, owners send their con- 
signments two full days prior to the market 
for this purpose. It must also be remembered 
that by far the greater number of Irish fat 
cattle are grass-fed, and, therefore, must be 
rested in fields: and not in lairages. 
_“*For this purpose salesmasters and ex- 
porters use a very large area of land, stretch- 
ing from Cabra ont to Ashtown, Blanchards- 
town, Dunsink, Cappagh, Finglas and Glas- 
nevin. There is no corresponding area of 
suitable grass lands in the vicinity of the 
sloblands, and the existing parks would be 
required even if the market was at the slob- 
lands, and this would entail much more walk- 
ing of the stock than to the present market. 
_ “The cost of removing the market to 
another site would be an unjustifiable burden 
‘on the tity “ratepavers, and this .enormous 
outlay unremubereative. 

PIG MARKET SUGGESTED. 

“In addition, there are, of course, large 

numbers of people (independent of our own 
members, who have spent large sums in de- 
veloping their premises), who have vested 
interests in the vicinity of the present market. 
and who would suffer very serious loss, as we 
do not agree with your view that the re- 
moval of the market. would enhance the value 
of property in its neighbourhood. .. . the 
contrary, the market, ‘on ite present site, 
has enhanced the value of the surrounding 
property, and its removal would tend to de-

' “The building value of the present site of 
the cattle market could only meet a fraction 
of the exnense of constructing a new market, 
even. if it. were advisable.

THE -NAVY’S GLORY. 


ZEEBRUGGE MEMORIAL 
| UNVEILED. 
ientmenialisicagpiieren 


In a heavy storm of rain, during which 
he and his ‘Royal Consort stood without 
shelter, King Albert yesterday unveiled the 


-70ft.. high memorial at Zeebrugge-to the 


imperishable glory of the British naval 
feat of arms there seven years ago, when, 
as the inscription on the monument re- 
cords, ‘‘ Every moment had its deed and 
every deed its hero.” 

Vice-Admiral Sir. Roger Keyes, who 
lanned and commanded the raid of April 
rd, 1918, and Captain Carpenter, V.C., 
who commanded the old Vindictive, were 
present yesterday. The cruiser Caledon, 
with 250 survivors of the historic day, ar- 
rived off -the Mole from Dover, and ex- 


} changed salutes with the batteries on shore 


and the ships in the harbour. 

The scene surrounding the memorial was 
imposing. On one side there was a large 
ferce of Belgian troops, and on the other a 
force of Belgian sailors. King Albert was 
wearing a khaki uniform, with the crimson 
Order of the Bath, and the Queen had a 
grey coat and hat, trimmed with squirrel. 
They were conducted to the steps of the 
monument, which was draped on the lower 

rt with the British and Belgian flags. The 
King immediately released the flags, and all 
stood at the salute, while the guns of the 
British cruiser and the guns ashore boomed 
forth, .nd the bands played the Belgian and 
British national hymns. 

In the pouring rain the King mounted. the 
steps of the monument, from where he read 


his speech, in clear and resonant tones. 
Speaking in French, —— Albert first re- 
called the ravages in 1915 of the German 


submarines, which in a few months sank 
thousands of vessels, and the determination 
of ‘the ‘British Admiralty to bottle the 
U-boats up in their bases. He proceeded :— 
_ “ History relates few cases in which at- 
te at blockading have been successful, 
but there is at the’ head of the expedition a 
man who combines the dashing temperament 
of the sailor and the cone and method of 
an accomplished warrior. Under his leader- 
ship the rashest enterprise can be attempted, 
because he has the power to inspire confidence 
in all, the necessary condition of victory. 
This confidence Admiral Keyes has, too, in 
his sailors. He knows that he can count on 


them. 

His Majesty then retold the familiar story 
of the raid under “ terrible shelling,’’ and 
went on—‘* Under. the effect of the charge set 
by the C3, splendidly led by Lieutenant Stan- 
ford, the Viaduct blows up with a roar. 
Already the Thetis, under Commander Sneyd, 
has rounded the dangerous narrows, and is 
steaming into the channel. Her screw en- 
tangles in the. net barring the entrance. She 
driits and runs aground. 

‘‘ But the way is thus opened for her two 
companions, the Iphigenia, under Lieutenant 
Hillyard Leake, and the Intrepid, under 
Lieutenant Bonham Carter, which under a 
hail of shells penetrate to the end of the 
Channel and are sunk exactly in the places 
designed. At 1.10 o'clock the Vindictive, 
whose superstructure is riddled like a sieve, 
having re-embarked the survivors of the 
assaulting detachments and the crews of the 
sunken cruisers, and having rallied the other 
ships—thanks to the devotion to duty of 
Lieutenant Dean—the whole expedition gains 


the open sea.’’ 
Speaking next in i An after welcoming 
the survivors of the Zeebrugge raid, the King 


said—' You gave here on St. George’s Day, 
1918, the actual death stroke to the German 
submarine campaign. This memorable feat 
of arms will undoubtedly rank among the 
highest records of the British Navy. It is 
worthy of an institution that has never 
ceased through the centuries to maintain at 
the highest standard the traditions of military 
virtyes which constitute the solidity and 
strength of nations. 

The King, resuming his speech in French, 
concluded :—' It is in the name of Belgium 
that I pay solemn homage of gratitude to 

heroes whose deeds of arms are com- 
memorated by the monument were are in- 
gs “ge to-day.”' 

Emmott, Chairman of the Zeebrugge 
Memorial Fund, said that the monument had 
been erected. by the joint efforts of Belgian 
and British donors. “I trust,” he added, 
“that the joint efforts that led to the erec- 
tion of the neers will still further 
Strengthen the Tinks that bind us together. 
The similarity’of our interests bids us make 
our alliance -a ‘lasting’ one, and the sacred 
memories of your heroic past and the close 
friendship of many years make me confident 
that the affection existing between the two 
nations will last for all time.”’ 

Their Majesties left at 12.15 p.m. amid a 
thunder of salutes and cheers.

THE HINDENBURG

In a leading article The Times observes :-— 
The German Nationalists, whose ca ididate 
in next Sunday’s Presidential election is 
Field-Marshal von Hindenburg, continually 
urge that foreign opinion on the election is 
either impertinent and intrusive or is of no 
account. It is, of course, exclusively the 
affair of the German people whom they are 
willing to choose as the President of their 
legally constituted Republic. It is, however, 
a matter of some concern to the rest of the 
world whether the choice falls in the present 
instance upon Marshal von Hindenburg or 
Dr. Marx. In this particular electoral con- 
flict the alternative is so clearly stated by 
the German parties themselves that the other 
European countries are bound to follow the 
campaign with a special, not to say a partisan, 
interest. 

Referring to Marshal von Hindenburg, /'he 
Times Against his rsonal 
character nothing is known except the 
curious passivity and helplessness that the 
aga al campaign has _ revealed. 

e gives ‘the impression in this campaign of 
being a name, a legend, a symbol rather than 
a political leader, with clear ideas and a per- 
sonal initiative. It is just because he is a 
symibol that the candidature of Marshal von 

indenburg arouses such deep distrust in the 
outside world—not in our country alone, but 
in every country that takes a direct or in- 
direct interest in the immediate future of 
EK The name and the person of Marshal 
von Hindenburg have been seized on by those

———— 


PREMIER AND ALLEGED 
EXTRAVAGANCE, 


From Ovug CoRRESPONDENT. 


BELFAST, Thursday. 

The principal business in the House of 
Commons here to-day was an amendment 
demanding an independent Commission to 
investigate the staffing of Government 
Departments and the subject of expendi- 
ture in Northern Ireland. 

One member compared the proposed 
Commission to the Geddes’ Committee, and 
it was suggested that it should be em- 
powered to recommend economies. 

The Minister of Finance undertook to 
set up a small expert committee to investi- 
gate the staffing of the various depart- 
ments, and the amendment was rejected by 
22 votes to 10. 

Sir Robert Lynn, in mbving the amend- 
ment, said that all the relevant facts were 
gone into a few days ago on the debate on 
the Address. If he had no case, the Govern- 
ment should be as ready as he was to have 
the question of expenditure investigated. All 
that he desired was the setting up of an in- 
partial tribunal to investigate the whole 
facts of the case. 

Colonel Woods seconded the amendment. 
He said that it was a chance for the Govern- 
ment to make their position clear in the eyes 
of the electors. 


MINISTER’S STATEMENT. 


The Minister of Finance said that the Go- 
vernment could not accept the amendment, 
but it would welcome any assistance that 
could be had in respect to the examination 
of the services of the various departments. 
A Commission, such as that s ted, would 
not be competent to hold such an inquiry, 
owing to their incomplete knowledge of the 
working of the department. It would be 
necessary that such an inquiry should be car- 
ried out by those who were experts and had 
a ecient, knowledge of the subject. Within 
the past three or four months he had had this 
whole subject under his personal attention 
with the permanent head of the Civil Service, 
in order to discover any w in the 
arrangements which they had made. 

Up to the present he had not been able to 
see any excess of staff, and, if and when an 
opportunity arose, the Government was de- 
termined to take advantage of any conditions 
that would permit re-arrangements to be made 
in the direction of economy. While the Go- 
vernment was not pre to accept. the 


amendment . pro it => woul be 
prepared to establish an expert Com- 
mittee to investigate the whole ques- 
tion of the staffing of the services. 


The real justification for such a committee 
would be to disprove the many exaggerated 
and unfortunate statements which had been 
given currency throughout the province. 

Mr. Thomas Henderson said that Sir Robert 
Lynn deserved credit for raising this question, 
because the public, generally, believed that 
the departments were over-staffed. He asked 
whether the Government considered that 
Colonel Spender; who had been appointed head 
of the Civil Service, was an expert in finance. 

The Prime Minister said that in consequence 
of the resiguation of the late Permanent: 
Secretary to the Department of Finance, he, 
in consultation with the Minister of Finance, 
was faced with the delicate task of appointing 
a successor. The head of the Civil Service 
was not necessarily the financial advisor of 
the Ministry of Finance, but it was his duty 
to control, guide, and advise the whole Civil 
Service, and to organise the departments so 
as to secure the utmost efficiency with 
economy. All this could be done Ly a person 
who was not himself an expert in finance. 

He was satisfied, from his knowledge of 
Colonel Spender, that he was the right man 
in the right place. No one but himself and 
Lord Carson knew how valuable were his 
services to Ulster, but it was not on that 
aecount that he was being appointed. The 
Government was aware that there was a feel- 
ing throughout Ulster that there should be 
some form of inquiry, and it was prepared 
to set up the expert committee. 

Mr. George Henderson (Unbonght Tenants) 
said that an independent Commission should 
be set up, as suggested in the amendment. 
When the Geddes ittee was set up by 
the Imperial Parliament it did a splendid 
work, and a Commission set up in Northerr 
Ireland would reassure the people in a way 
us a committee of experts could not hope 

0. 

The amendment, on a vote, was defeated 
by 22 votes to 10. . 

Several other amendments were forced to a 
division, and in one case the Government 
majority was reduced to nine. 


MINISTERIAL SALARIES. 

Sir Robert Lynn moved a reduction of 
£5,000 in the estimate of £9,306 for the 
Cabinet offices. He said that Cabinet 
Ministers werg paid £500 each, in addition to 
the amounts allowed as heads of their 
respective departments. This amounted to a 
total of £2, a year, and he contended that 
this should be placed in the estimates under 
the heading of each department, for the in- 
formation of members generally. 

He also considered that there should be no 
Assistant Secretary to the Cabinet. 

The Prime Minister said that hs had no 
objection to the transfer of the £500 to the 
estimates of the respective Ministries. He 
assured members that the Cabinet staff had 
been reduced as much as possible. There 
was a reduction in the amount for the current 
year, and he did not believe that any depart- 
ment was run more economically. 

Mr. Beattie thought that the sum of £3,200 
as the salary of ime Minister, with 
another large sum for a residefice and its main- 
tenance, was too for a small area like 
Northern Ireland, with a population of one 
and a quarter million. 

Colonel Woods pointed out that the Lord 
Mayor of Belfast got no salary. 

Sir James Craig said that he would like to 
pay a tribute to the work of the Lord Mayor ; 

ut there was no analogy between the position 
of the Lord Mayor and that of the Prime 
Minister. So far as he, personally, was con- 
cerned, when he left Ulster he would leave it 
a very much poorer man than when he took 
office. 

Sir Robert Lynn said that in view of the 
explanation of the Prime Minister he would 
withdraw the amendment.

THE COMMITTEE'S REPORT. 


AN EARLY CENSUS 
ADVISED. | 


- 


The preparation and publication of 


statistical anformation “so as to present 


an accurate and coherent review of the 
economic conditions in Saorstat Eireann ” 
are the subject of a report, with recom- 
mendations, which has been laid before 
the Dail by the Minister for Industry and 
( smmerce. 

The report was made to the Minister 
in January last by a committee consisting 
of Professor C. F. Bastable (Chairman), 
Professor Busteed and Mr. John Hooper. 

The Committee recommends that a General 
Statistics Bill should be introduced imme- 
diately, giving to Executive Council 
powers to obtain whatever statistics they 
consider desirable. e compulsory powers 
should not be used without previous consulta- 
tion with representatives of the persons from 
whom returns are to be demanded, except at 
a sudden national crisis, when information 
may be required poe Be instance, with 
recard to stocks of . or other essential 
commodities; and the Act should provide 
that all officers in the statistical isati 
should be bound, under oath, to reveal no in- 
formation as to individuals’ or firms without 
their previous consent. 

On the subject of organisation, the Com- 
mittee recommends centralisation of. statistics 
as far as possible. It recognises the. limita- 
tions, in practice, on complete centralisation, 
and favours a Statistical Bureau within the 
Department of Industry and Commerce, given 
direct access to the permanent officials, and 
to records in all departments. 

As regards publication, the Committee re- 
commends the issue of a Statistical Year 
Book, giving a complete presentation of all 
ofhcial statistics and related data; a i 
detailed annual report on ag icultural 
statistics, and, if possible, a special annual 


report on labour conditions. 


SUGGESTED JOURNAL. 

The Committee points out that a large 
amount of information, other than statistical, 
with regard to economic conditions, can be 
made available for the public, virtually at the 
cost of printing, and the Department could 
perform a valuable service to legislators, ad- 
ministrators, business men and the public, 
hy issuing a monthly journal containing in- 
formation relating to such matters aa con- 
tracts, trade opportunities, tariff in 
countries of interest to the Free State, com- 
mercial treaties, merchandise marks, rates of 
wages, cost of living, harbour lights, exhibi- 
tions, important decisions on labour, ship- 
ping. commercial and patent cases, and in- 
formation of an educational nature regardi 
economic conditions in other countries whi 
would stimulate public thought. Lhe work 
of preparing, editing and publishing such a 
journal should not be the duty of the Statisti- 
cal Bureau. 

Discussing the “‘ more obvious lines of de- 
velopment required”’ in the collection of 
statistics, the report states that the present 
official lists of occupations and trades 
and industries are not suitable to Saorstat 


E:reann. They should be remodelled; and 
all other occupational and _ industrial 
statistics should dovetail into the revised 


ist. The data necessary for the revision 
are available in the unemployment insurance 
records. 

When suitable classifications have been 
drawn up, returns of the numbers em- 
ployés, other than agricultural labourers and 
domestic servants, should be obtained from 
all establishments employing three or more 
persons, statistics will give the first 
general measure of the relative significance 
of various industries, and will form the basis 
of other labour statistics and of a census 
of production As a measure of the power 
employed in trade and industries, the num- 
bers of prime-movers in each establishment 
might be obtained at this first inquiry. 

Then those statistics have been compiled, 
detailed returns of wages should’ be obtained: 
from a large representative le of em- 
ployers in the various trades industries 
throughout the country. 

A smaller representative sample of em- 
ployers should be selected to furnish, for a 
—- date in each month, the total num- 

ar of wage-earners employed. From these 
returns a monthly index of employment can 
ts constructed. 

As much information as possible should be 
obtained from trade unions with regard to 
unemployment. 

It is pointed out that the present statistics 
relating to unemployment represent the num- 
ber of persons attending labour exchanges to 
obtain benefit or seek employment, or whose 
insurance books are lod at the exchanges. 
Variations in these numbers d far more 
on the benefit position than on actual em- 
ployment, and on account of the false inter- 
pretations to which the present figures are 
liable, the Committee recommends that they 
should not be published. 


CENSUS OF PRODUCTION. 

Although industrial production in the 
Saorstat is comparatively small, it will be a 
difficult matter, the report states, to get a 
comprehensive and accurate first census of 
production. A census in of 1925’ could 
not be collected until 1926, and the results 
could not be published before 1927. Monthly 
statistics of quantities produced are available 
in respect of ‘breweries, distilleries, match 
factories and bacon-curing establishments. 
This list should be extended, as soon as pos 
sible, to the principal industries and to all 
the protected industries. These returns, in 
addition to affording immediate information 
regarding individual industries, would give 
the material for compiling a monthly index 
of industrial production in the Saorstat. . 

The Committee suggests that these inquiries 
would pave the way for a general census o 
production, which could be taken for the 
vear 1926, in respect of industrial uction 
ind the output of sea and inland fisheries, 
and for the year ending 3lst May, 1927, in 
respect of agricultural output. 

On prices the report refers to the cost-of- 
living index number and the price index of 
agricultural produce at present compiled, 
it continues :'— 

“Other important index numbers which 
could be compiled from existing material] with- 
out great difficulty are those showing changes 
in the general levels of import prices

desirable. An index of general w 
prices would be of special importance as a 
measure of fundamental economic trends; but 
there may be special technical difficulties in 
Ireland, where active wholesale markets are 
not so numerous as in other countries.

INQUEST EVIDENCE

On the evening in question, on a 
stretch of road a few hundred yards long, 
two young men were wounded and one elderly 
man was shot dead, for no other reason on 
earth but that some men disliked the politics 
of the other country boys. 

John Brennan, one of the men who had 
been: shot, said that he and several others 
were attacked with sticks at the cross roads 
at Ballyscannell. They fied across the fields 
to the house of his uncle, with whom they 
returned to the road later. As they were 
walking along three men sprang from the 
side of the road. One of t 
witness oh the head, knocking his cap over his 
eyes. He heard about five s 
afterwards, and he was struck on the left foot. 
As he jumped on to the ditch he heard his 
uncle fall and give a moan. 

Cross-examined—He did not recognise any 
of the men. The night was dark. 

Martin Hennegan identified the accused as 
two of the men who made the attack. Patrick 
Brennan was killed on the occasion, and the 
witness attended the inquest, and there he 
said that he did not recognise the men who 
fired the shots, because he was afraid that he 
would be met again and attacked and beaten. 
He was telling the truth now, and had no 
fear. 

John Fehilly said that one of the three 
attackers had a revolver in his han e 
witness heard Patrick Brennan and a man 
named Moffat crying for mercy alter being 
pulled into the hedge at the side of the road. 

To the Judge—I knew both the accused 
fairly well, but I could not see them. The 
men burst out after us. 

Denis Fehilly identified the accused as two 
of the men who attacked the party with 
sticks. The witness asked Woods, who ap- 
proached him, ‘‘ not to act the savage. . Both 
Gallagher and Woods struck the witness, 
who was under medica] treatment for about 
five months. , 

The witness admitted that at the inquest 
he said that he did not know any of the men 
who beat him. He said this because he was
